Table Manners. 

Nothing is so important in the train- 
ing of a family of children (after teach- 
ing them reverence and to tell the truth 1, 
as to give them good table manners, 
says an article in Harper's liazar, from 
which are taken these extracts : It is 
said by foreigners to be a great national 
defect with us Americans. We do not, 
as a nation, conqxirt ourselves well at 
the table. In the first place, we eat too 
f.i.-t, and are apt to make a noise over 
our soup. Well-bred people put theii 
soup into their mouths without a sound, 
lifting up their spoon slowly, thinking 
about it, and managing to swallow it 
noiselessly. In the second place, we are 
accused of chewing our food with the 
month open, and of putting too much 
in the mouth at once. Again, we are 
accused, particularly at railway stations 
and at hotels, of putting our heads in 
our plates, and of eating with the knife 
instead of with the fork. Son**- people 
eat instinctively and with great elegance ; 
some never achieve elegance in these 
ininor matters, but all should strive for 
it There is no more repulsive object 
than a person who eats noisily, grossly, 
inelegantly. Dr. Johnson is remembered 
for his brutal way of eating almost as 
much as for his great learning and 
genius. With him it was selfish preoc- 
cupation. Fish and fruit are eaten with 
silver knives and forks; or, if silver fish- 
knives are not provided, a piece of bread 
can 1» held in the left hand. Fish cor- 
rodes a steel knive. Never tilt a soup- 
plate for the last drop, or scrape your 
plate clean, or drain your wine-glass to 
the dregs. Leave something for " man- 
ners" — a good old rule. A part of tsble 
manners should be the conversation. By 
mutual consent, every one should bring 
only the l*-st that is in him to the table.

Work of a Farmer's Wife. 

I am a farmer's daughter, and a far- 
mer's wife, and know the many hours of 
hard hvbot we have to jterform from one 
year's end to another. I also know of 
the ways and meaus contrived by our- 
selves to obtain a little pocket money 
which we may use as we please — not to 
spend "loafing 'round." but for the 
comfort of our homf Still, with all 
the toil of a farm life, I would not ex- 
change it for a life in town with double 
the income. Now, let mo tell some of 
the hard- working members of the Home 
how I have obtained quite a revenue 
the two past s- asons. The head of the 
family said I could have all the lxuiltry 
I could raise, but at the sauie time 
added that it would be time and trouble 
thrown away. I had turkeys aud hens. 
The first vear had poor success ou ac- 
count of "storms and accidents. The 
third year sold twenty-six dollars worth 
of eggs, and receive 1 over eighty dollars 
in the fill for my poultry, and did not 
get fancy prices. The third season flast 
summer and fall) I sold thirty-eight dol- 
lars worth of eggs, and my turkeys 
brought fort v dollars. When I add that 
I did all the household work on a large 
farm, often milking, feeding hogs, and 
not one minute's herp even in threshing 
time, you will acknowledge the money 
was \v< 11 earned, but, as 1 look around 
the hou.se, and see what comforts it has 
brought, I wonder howl got along with- 
out them.

Francis Bacon was born at London, 
Jan. '22, I56L His father, S i Nicholas 
Bacon, was Lord Keeper of the < Ireat 
Seal under Elizabeth. Soon after com- 
pleting his twelfth year, he went to 
Cambridge, where he distinguished him- 
self. He traveled on the continent, and 
returned to Eugland in 157:» on account 
of his father's death. In 1582 he was 
admitted to the bar, and in 1589 became 
a niumlx-r of Parliament, and in 1590 
Counsel Extraordinary to the Queen, a 
distinction almost without example for 
one -so young. In uN he married Alice 
Bivrnham, the daughter of a rich Lon- 
don merchant, and the succeeding year 
was made Solicitor General, and in 1613 
became Attorney General aud a member 
of the Privy Council ; in liUThe became 
Keejx-r of the Great Seal, and the fol- 
lowing January was made Lord High 
Chancellor, the highest civil office to 
which any subject could then attain. In 
the following July he was created Baron 
Verulam, and admitted to the House of 
Peers, and in 1619 became Viscount 
Saint Albans. In 1620 he published his 
greatest work, the " Novum Orgauum." 
He was accused of accepting brills, 
aud, though at first strongly asserted 
his innocence, yet he afterward confessed 
his guilt, and was sentenced May 3, 
1621, to pay a fine of £40,000 and to be 
imprisoned at the King's pleasure. He 
was shown every indulgence, being sent 
to the Tower but released two days after, 
and the fine was remitted. He was al- 
lowed an income of .£'1,500, a sum equal 
to five times that amount at the present 
day. He died April 9, 1862. His works 
are numerous, the best known lieing his 
"Essays," the "Novum Organum," " On 
the Wisdom of the Ancients, " etc. He 
is described as one of the most illustri- 
ous of modern philosophers. Quite a 
number of able thinkers and writers 
attribute to him the authorship of some 
of the great plays of Shakespeare. Lord

Again, some farmers think a clean 
thing caueonie out of an une'ean one, or 
pure flour or meal can come out of a 
filthy old bag that perhaps has ben 
used for carrying out rotten potatoes 
from the cellar, and moist and dirty, 
thrown down to mould, to lie picked np 
in a hurry and carried off to bring home 
the flour in. 

The very men who take dirty wheat in 
dirty sacks are the chaps who' complain 
that they get short returns and poor 
Hour from their grists, and as this class 
of men take only a two bushel sack at a 
time, their poor wives are never sure how 
that new batch of flour is going to act, 
and bread-making is all luck aud chance 
in that household. 

Mr. Holiister says three times a year 
is often enough to go to mill. The flour, 
if packed in paper sacks, will grow lx?t- 
ter every day, and b-tter flour is made 
from large grists. Old flour is the best, 
l>ecause the water has evaporated, and 
the flour has become drier and stronger. 

Now these facts we have before pre- 
sented in these columns, and for these 
reasons it is our custom to go to mill but 
once a year, except for ground feed for 
the stock. After the wheat is threshed 
we clean up thoroughly enough to fur- 
nish the family bread for a year. This, 
with barrels to hold the flour, and sacks 
to hold the bran and shorts, go in one 
load to the mill. We tell our miller we 
are in no hurry for that grist, but some 
day in October or November, when the 
weather is cool enough, and not too cold, 
and when the mill is in the lie.st order, 
we wish him to do his best work, for 
which we pay by the barrel. We thus 
get the best for the least outlay. The 
miller likes that way, and the house- 
keeper has a staple article of flour, that 
she knows how to manipulate. Bread- 
making is thus reduced more nearly to a 
regular and reliable operation — -from

When 
sheep run in large flocks, eyery sheep 
must travel over more ground to obtain 
his food, than where small flocks are 
kept in pastures, and as that ground 
is usually traveled over daily, the 
less the numbers are the better it 
will be for tho sheep, even if the 
pastures are ever so good Were we 
to embark again in wool-growing, we 
would not, from our previous experi- 
ence, keep over two buudrod head 
in a flock. That is to say, if we had 
u thousand head, we should keep them 
in tive • j ur .:. flocks. 

Hints on Milking Cows. — A man 
who had done his own milking employed 
a boy to do it ; he shrunk the milk one- 
third in two weeks. The owner resumed 
the milking and in two weeks got the 
same as before. Afterward he set a 
hired man to milk, and he shrunk the 
milk ten per cent, in two weeks ; and in 
two weeks more, the owner milking 
again, got as much as before. This 
man does the work quickly and milks 
very clean. He closes the fore finger 
and thumb around the teat high np, and 
makes a downward motion, tightening 
the grip and forcing out the milk ; then 
lets go liis hold, keeping the thumb and 
fi tiger in circle, carries up the hand and 
presses it smartly against the udder, and 

closes and pulls down as, before, mini mo 
repeats nutd done. The philosophy, if 
any, is to give as near as may be the 
same motion that the calf does in suck- 
ing. Many a good cow is partially de- 
spoiled of her good qualities in conse- 
quence of being improperly milked. 

Farmers, Keep Accounts. — Farmers 
are prone to neglect this important mat- 
ter, and by such negligence are liable to 
a great many disappointments, in the 
■faapo of storo and other bills, which 
when presented are a surprise to them, 
and has a tendency to create a suspicion 
on their part that the merchants are not 
h<>neat, while on the other hand their 
families are berated for extravagance. 
Receipts and expenditures are never 
noted ; the profits and losses in any 
branch of farming are unknown ; uncon- 
sciously debts muntiply ; for it requires 
much less time and ability to dispose of 
money than to acquire it Accounts 
properly kept would admonish them 
when they could afford to spend and 
when to check up. Carelessness in one 
pitrticnlar is apt to foster and beget 
carelessness in others. The fact is, 
every farmer should have his journal 
and ledger, and keep his accounts as 
promptly and correctly as tho merchant. 

Extra Food fob noos. — Coal ashes 
and clay are beneficial for hogs when 
shut up to fatten. Hogs are fond ot 
cinders, coal ashes and clay, and improve 
in condition m eating a certain j>orti<>n 
of thorn every day. Some persons are 
unable to account" for this singular pro- 
pensity in swine. Poultry are very fond 
of egg shells, lime, sand, and it is well 
known these substances are ne^-essarv in 
ante to form tho shells of eggs, and to 
furnish material SOf bones for fowls. 
Now, it is reasonable to suppose that 
swine eat ashes for the purpose of sup- 
plying the material for their bones, and 
this singular instinct in animals so low 
in the scale of intelligence is truly won- 
dt -rf nl, for ashes contain ingredients 
which are necessary to form bones ; clay, 
silicia, coal, soft lime, stone and rotten 
wood with their food, which contain the 
necessary ingredients ; but when they 
are penned up they endeavor to supply 
the material necessary for keeping up 
tln'ir frames by devouring ashes aud cin- 
ders. Let them have plenty of them. 

Meat from Domestic Animals. — 
The amount of meat obtained from a 
domestic animal sold by its live weight 
is v.n i.ible, and from experiments made 
it appears that the race and condition of 
the animal, besides many other circum- 
M in. vs. affect the result, and that cer- 
tain animals yield as much as 70 per 
cent, of meat, while others give 50 per 
cent. The mean weight produced, how. 
erer. i.-- calculated at 58 per cent, of the 
Hvo weight in beef cattle. In the case 
of sheep the proportion is froiu 40 to 50 
per cent. From these experiments it 
uppers that the different product* ob- 
t 1 1 Bed from oxen and Bheep are as fol- 
low a : An ox of the live weight of 1,332 
pounds yields meat, 771.4 pounds; skin, 
110.2; grease. 87; blood, 55.1; feet and 
hoofs, 22; head, 11; tongue, fi.6; lungs 
and heart, 15.33; liver and spleen, 20.05 ; 
intestines, 66.15; loss and evaporation, 
154.352, making the total 1,332 pounds. 
The product from a sheep weighing 
110.2 pounds are : Meat, 55.11 pounds; 
Bkiu, 7.713 ; grease, 5.51 ; blood, 4.408 ; 
feet and hoofs, 2.204 ; head, 4.408 ; in- 
testines, 6.613 | loss and evaporation, 
19.836, making the total of 110.2 pounds. 

Save the Sorghum Seed. — A few 
years ago the value of sorghum seed was 
not generally known nor appreciated. 
Farmers, when harvesting the sorghum, 
would leave the seed lying on the 
ground ; if the chickens or hogs ate it 
all right, or if nothing got it it was all 
right In agricultural papers of to-day, 
sorghnin seed is highly recommended as 
food for horses, hogs, chickens, etc. 
This is a Btep in the right direction. 
Griddle cakes made of sorghum fiour are 
similar in taste and appearance? to 
buckwheat cakes, and of a milder and 
better flavor. A person might easily be 
dei-eived, thinking he was eating buck- 
wheat cakes, when in reality they were 
made of sorghum flour. Some of tho " su- 
perior brands of buckwheat flour'' we 
frequently see advertised, are made from 
sorfrh um seed. Oue way of curiug the 
seed is, take it when the sorghum is har- 
vested and scatter it on the grass where 
it ran not be disturbed, leave it there a 
couple of weeks or so. A few showers 
or frosts will not hurt it, but if it is 
scattered too thick, it shonld be turned 
occasionally to prevent molding. When 
it is thoroughly dry haul it onto the barn 
floor, and when it has cured enaugh, 
thrash the seed out and run it through 
the windmill. It is then ready to be 
ground to flour. Cook it tho same as 
buckwheat flour. A crop of sorghum 
will yield from twenty to forty bushels 
of seed to the acre. 

Grass and a Pound of Meat. — It is 
stated on good authority that an acre of 
Ihi best Lincolnshire grazing land — and 
it is a country famous for its grass — will 
carry an ox and a sheep *' from New 
Mayday till Old Michaelmas," and that 
while grazing during this period the 
former will gain 280 pounds and the lat- 
ter 40 pounds in net weight of meat 
when slaughtered. The acre will thus 
yield 320 pounds of meat Its produce 
of grass may be sixteen tons, perhaps 
more. This is one pound of meat for 
every cwt of grass, but we must remem- 
ber that the grass of such land differs 
from the average in the quantity of its 
produot We have not the least idea 
what the estimates would be in this 
State, or in the Northwest, of the quan- 
tity ef grass required for a hundred 
pounds of beef or mutton. The results, 
of course, would be varied by moist and 
dry seasons, and by the quality of the 
grasses with which the pasture is stocked. 
The aptitude of the animal for fat- 
tening would also affect the result It is 
claimed that in Montana that the buffalo 
grass is considered the richest of all 
grasses for fattening purposes, it being 
quite equal for fattening animals to feed- 
ing corn in addition to most of the 
Krasses in the West 

Barlkt fob Feeding. — In this coun- 
try barley is used mainly for brewing ; 
in European and Eastern countries it is 
fed to stock, particularly horses. As 
pared to oats It is more nutritious 



and leas heating. The product of an 
acre of barley is of more value as food 
for horses or other animals than the pro- 
duct of an acre of oats of equal quality. 
The grain being harder when dry than 
oats, it can not bo eonsnmed so W " C H in a 
raw state, but if fed ground it should be 
soaked in water or boiled. When ground 
and fed in conjuuetion with cut fodder, 
there is nothing superior as food for 
working teams. Barley to keep the 
system open and tho skin soft So long 
as our American farmers grow bar- 
ley with no use for it in view but 
malting, *o long will it be subject to 
extreme fluctuations in priee, and the 
business a risky mid noun loin one for 
the grower. But when the value of it 
for feeding stock is realized the markets 
will be steadier and the profits of tho 
crop more certain. Many farmers grow 
both barley aud oats, tho oue to sell aud 
the other to feed. It would be wiser, 
if the soil is good f. >r barlev— as most ali 
soils are — to grow a portion at least for 
feeding purposes instead of oats. Ground 
barley is an excellent food for fattening 
hogs. We know tn.ni actual experience 
that horses will perform us m uch l.ibor 
when fed ou barley as they do when fed 
on oats. During tho Mexican war all 
the grain that horses and mules had 
from the time the army left Jalapa for 
the interior was barley and corn, but 
mostly barley. Cavalry horses as well 
as those used for teaming purposes, 
coidd not have been in better condition 
than thtsy were. — Minneapolis Tribune. 
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ing Made Easy :" blue Mi

There is a great difference in w ringers, 
and each time thoy are us -d they should 
I be dried carefully and a drop of oil put 
I on the cogs or wheels. Ihen if the 
clothes are taken down at night and 
sprinkled well, they will iron easily. The 
best sprinkler is a wi»p broom, kept for 
this purpose only. This sprinkh s ef- 
fectually and evenly, without a \>ool of 
water in one place and none in others. 
to m ake good starch. 
Dissolve two tablespoonfuls of starch 
in a little cold water ; when it is a sm< n >th 
paste, pour m boiling water slowly, and 
stir briskly to keep from lumping." The 
exact quantity of water will defend on 
the quality of starch, a pint to each 
ounce is a fair average ; and a go >d tea- 
apoouful of salt, a drop of bluing, and 
half a teaspoonful of lard. Mem. For 
colored goods put a little alum in the 
starch.) Bod for twenty minutes by the 
clock. A clean bright' pan and sp<»ou 
should l>e kept purposely for making 
starch. Strain if not perfectly smooth 
when done, and if it has to stand 1 tefore 
using, cover the pan to prevent a scum 
formiug, and keep it not. It should be 
used as hot as the hand can possibly bear, 
in order that it may better penetrate th • 
linen ; for tho same reus >u tho starch 
must not be made to > thick. It must 
be robbed in until the linen isconipleb-ly 
saturated, and none is left unah.-or! >ed 
on the surface. In mil l weather atareh 
the clothes from the rinsing water; in 
cold or windy weather dry theni tint, as 
both wind and fro-t snap out t ha stiff- 
ness. After the linen is perfectly dry, 
and a couple of hours before it is to b • 
ironed, mix a tablespoonfnl of starch in 
a little cold water. Vdd a little salt ami 
a piece of l>orax, the .v.-e ot a ii.iaelnut, 
dissolved in boiling water. Ma the 
starch thus prepared with enotigi| water 
to dip the bosoms, cuffs and collar-. 
Fold these parts inside and roil tin- 
shirts up tight in a cl. an dry cloth. 
Iron the back, sleeves, cuffs andbands, 
then put the shirt on a shirt board ana 
smooth out the bosom. Bub it hard 
with a lino cloth wrung out of hot water. 
Iron rapidly with a clean hot iron, then 
raise the plaits and iron ., It wiil 

be wise for those who arc n< >t experienced 
to do this fiist ironing with a piece of 
thin muslin laid over the surface. In 
either case, after the whole bosom is 
done, rub tho surface with the damp 
cloth and iron again, without covering, 
repeating this operation until the won 
is satisfactory. Do not move the bosom 

until the ironing is completely finished 
and the linen perfectly stiff and dry. 

POLISHING FLUID AND IRONS. 

Dissolve two ounces of powdered gum 
arnbic in a pint of boiling water ; when 
cool stir in half an ounce of carbouatc of 
magnesia, and after it has settled bottle 
the clear fluid for use. 

When the shirts are nil ironed, put 
the first one on the shirt lx»rd. and 
with a fine cloth moistened with tho 
fluid go over the surface of tho part to 
be polished, applying the hot polishing 
iron as soon ss possible afterwards. If 
any parts become too dry before ironing, 
moisten them again and repeat the 
operation. The polishing iron must lie 
used quickly and lightly. A nickle-plated 
one is best, and caro should be taken 
never to let it become too hot

Moon. 

Nor is it to be marveled at, when we 
consider that this planet was te most 
brilliant and changeable, as well as tho 
nearest and apparently largest celestial 
iKxly that presented itself to their night- 
ly vew, and that in the clear, exquisite 
eth: r of Arabian skies, and the calm 
Bd| I its of India aud Egypt, it shone 
among tho heavenly host with a luster 
unknown to dwellers in the crowded cit- 
ify of a northern clime. 

But the children of these tropic lands 
did something more than gazo, speculate 
aud admire. With supreme patience 
they reared lofty towers and graud pyra- 
mids, and invented instruments which 
have led us step by step to the transit 
instrument, the micrometer and the tel- 
escope of to-day. A college of astrono- 
my was founded by the priesthood of 
Egypt, the worship of the moon growing 
out of their frequent use of her pictured 
or carved image in making their meteor- 
ological announcements to the people ; 
as, for instance, when the Nile was al>out 
to overflow, warning heralds were sent 
through the streets l»earing aloft the fa- 
miliar symbols of the river goddess and 
a gilded figure of the moon in the phase 
it woidd present at the date of the ex- 
pected rising. 

In the course of time, the significa- 
tion was forgotten, the symbol was 
worshiped, and finally what it repre- 
sented deified, -The moon no longer ap- 
ke the unlettered populace as 
a brilliant lanip suspended from 
|pg dome, ami shining until ex- 
by the waters of the ocean, 
looked upon with awe as a 

ttion of the moon gradually 
with population to all parte. Jr 
world. We have records - ,f ancient 
Chinese ceremonials, relics fount* among 
Druidical remains in Western Kuroue 
accounts of astronomical picture- writ- 
ings of a religious character, and lunar 
calendars of gold, silver and stone, dis- 
covered in ancient temple-ruins in Mexi- 
co, Central and South America. 

Among the buildings devoted to lunar 
worship may l>e mentioned tho wonder- 
ful Temple of Diana, at Epiiesus, built 
at the combined expense of the nations 
of Asia, and the magnificent mansion of 
tho moon, adjoining the Temple of the 
Sun, iu ancient Cuzco ; this building 
wits in form a pyramidal pavilion, with 
doors and inclosures completely incrust- 
ed with glittering silver.

Tho public domain of the United 
M it. s, acquired by cession from tho 
several Stat, s aud by treaty from 
F ranee, Spain, and Mexico, Texas and 
Russia, amounts to 2,H94,235.!H square 
miles, or about 1,825,310,000 acres, and 
the cost was, in round numbers, $322,- 
000,000, of which sum the Government 
has received hack about 8200,000,000 
for lands sold. Down to July, LSNO, the 
Government of the United States had 
disposed, i'\ sale, of about 1 70,000, 000

After a breach of 1 ,''.! Ill years the aque- 
duct built by the Kniperor Augustus t>> 
supply Bologna with water lnus been re- 
store.l to use. Nineteen hundred years 
au r o the imperial engineers tapped tho 
Setta near its junction with the Iteno, 
about eleven uiil-s from Bologna, and 
brought its water to the city through an 
underground passage. They followed 
the course of the Be no, tunneling the 
hills, sinking their \w>rk beneath the beds 
of tho precipitous torrents which rush 
from tho mountains into the river, and 
bringing the waters to the gates of the 
city, where they were divided, .me por- 
tion going to supply tin: public b ails, 
and the oilier probably destined for th 
fountains of streets and public square 1 

The work of tunneling and the in, 
ry were so thoryjjfjhly well d<j 
both stonework ifTTd brickwork 
as solid as the rock itself, the only 
Bidcrnhlc breaks being where the turbu- 
lent* Bono had washed away with its 
clayey banks several portion- of the 
aqueduct, or where tho headlong tor- 
routs which rush down into its stream 
had excavated their own IhxIs and car- 
ried away the artificial substructure. 

Tho restoration of tliis important work 
is due chiefly to Count (n>zzudini, who 
caused an accurate survey of tlie a< pie- 
duct to Ik? made about twenty years 
ago, and in 1!SG4 published the results of 
the investigation in an elalx irate me- 
moir. Since then the work of restor- 
ation has been going on with a thorough- 
ness and skill calculated to make the 
new work as enduring as tho old. The 
aqueduct was originally made of brick 
and stone cemented with lime aud vol- 
eauie sand, and the unbroken portions . 
remained as hard as granite.
